Four Miners Escape, Three of Them 
Horribly Burned, But Five Others 
Are Buried Under Tons of 
Debris—Little Hope for 
Those Entombed. 


Charleston, W. Va. April 20.—A mine 
explosion in the Cabin Creek Mining 
Company’s mine near Kay Ford, about 
30 miles above here, late this afternoon, 
may result in the death of five miners 
and the fatal injury of three others. 

It was only a month ago that a sim- 
ilar disaster snuffed out the lives of | 
twenty men at Rush Run near the scene 
of the catastrophe today. The disaster 
| is said to have been caused by a powder 
| explosion, the result of a miners’ care- 
lessness, 

About 5 o'clock, after many of the men 
shad left the mine, there was a sharp rc- 
port, followed by an explosion which 
threw debris in all directions. The tip- 
ples took fire and were soon a mass ot 
fiames. Nine men were still within the 
mine when the explosion occurred. Ot 
these, four reached safety with the as- 
sistance of friends. Three of the num- 
ber were so seriously injured that they 
are not expected to live. The remaining 
five members were still entombed at a 
late hour. It is believed that these men 
are dead, as they were at least 2,000 ; 
feet below the surface when the explosion 
took place. Those who were buried in 
the mine are: 

Burt Greene, Charles Nicholas, Charies 
Nichols, Arthur Crump and William Al- 
len. 

The rescued are: 
George Kastman, Morrey, Darby and 
William Robinson. The last three men 
were seriously injured. Search for the 
entombed men continues. 

James Kay, of Charleston, and Hale 
Ford, of Washington, D. C., are the prin- 
cipal owners of the mine.

. The southern industrial and agricul- 
‘tural situation is today in that phase 
Summarized by the scriptural epigram, 
“the harvest truly is plenteous, but 
the laborers are few.” It is not un- 
usual to find two or three advertise- 
ments, more or less conspicuously 
displayed, in an issue of The Consti- 
tution and other southern newspapers 
offering strong inducements to skilled 
and day laborers. From the regular- 
ity with which they are repeated in 
each instance, it is fair to infer that 
the supply never overtakes the de- 
mand. So that the anomalous and 
somewhat discouraging spectacle is 
presented of remunerative, regular 
employment going a-begging, while 
the actual work and development of 
the south suffers ssa tthdnatty. 

The situation is not, however, with- 
out its silver lining. Such strenuous 
and persistent efforts to secure com- 
petent labor demonstrate unanswer- 
ably that Georgia and the entire 
south are enjoying a robust and an 
unprecedented prosperity. 

While gratifying, this condition 
does not entirely overshadow the ob- 
stinate fact that there is a distinct 
scarcity of labor in al] southern chan- 
nels. It is equally certain that until 
this defect is remedied our industrial 
and agricultural development will re- 
main under a serious handicap, vary- 
ing in extent with the locations and 
enterprises involved. The Constitu- 
tion believes that in Georgia much 
good can be accomplished in this di- 
rection by a rigid enforcement of the 
Vagrancy laws.

A promising symptom, in this connec- 
tion, is the growing reluctance of some 
of the prominent southern trunk lines 
to cooperate in pushing an alluring 
emigration propaganda, which results 
in a large annual draft on the labor 
element of this and other southern 
states. Unscrupulous promoters, in 
spite of prohibitory statutes and li- 
censes, have been able in the past 
to entice thousands of negroes and 
the more ignorant whites to the arid 
western fields, by misrepresentation 
and impossible promises. Now that 
the railroads have aroused to their 
own ultimate loss through this perni- 
cious practice, we may hope for 
eventual relief. 

Whatever the prospect for a tem- 
porary or qualified solution of this 
difficulty, the fact is that it is daily 
growing more pressing, and the prob- 
lem it presents is one calling for the 
most serious consideration.

Togo will probably 
await the passage of Rojestvensky 
through one of the many straits he 
must pass to reach Vladivostok or to 
harass the coast of Japan. He will 
doubtless be aided by mines and will 
rely largely on his torpedo craft. It 
will be a miracle, indeed, if the Rus- 
sian admiral is able to preserve his 
compact formation and protect his 
colliers, transports and slower fight- 


ing ships after he reaches the real 
danger zone. Already the Japanese 
have captured a number of colliers, 
and any day weare aptto hear of one 
of Togo’s famous coups.

Where the Mob Spirit Leads. 

The Constitution has before had oc- 
casion to warn the people of the south 
against the inevitable tendency of 
the mob spirit to lead men into a 
state of downright anarchy as re- 
gards all orderly legal forms, result- 
ing in public murders that have 
no connection with “the nameless 
crime,” or with the relations of the 
white and black races. 

This amarchical tendency was 
shockingly exemplified the other 
day, and in murderous fashion, at 
Senatobia, Miss., where a wild, drink- 
inflamed mob of white men and boys 


shot and killed the sheriff while he: 


was performing his sworn duty in 
protecting a prisoner they were at- 
tempting to take from the jail and 
lynch. The prisoner was not a negro, 
and his crime was not “the nameless 
crime.” He was a white man, and 
the crime with which he _ stood 
charged, that of murder, was commit- 
ted not recently, but several years 
ago. The reasonable inference is that 
if unusual public passion was aroused 
by the crime, it had had time to cool. 
The tense excitement immediately 
following the commission of a hein- 
ous crime does not nurse wildtire 
mob embers for years to fan them 
to flame when the criminal {is tardily 
apprehended and about to be brought 
to justice. In this instance the trial 
was to occur in a few days, with 
every prospect that a conviction 
would be had.

That the mob was not in deadly 
earnest about lynching the prisoner 
/was evidenced when, after the cow- 
ardly murder of the sheriff, it made 
no further effort to enter the jail, but 
took to its heels in craven flight. A 
mob of this sort will not face real 
danger, and the spirit that animates 
it is rather one of rowdyish abandon 
than of desperate vengeance. It is 
this riff-raff, irresponsible element 
that constitutes’ the average lynching 
party and by its lawless acts brings 
disgrace upon a decent, law-abiding 
community, or, in the larger sense, 
upon an entire state. 

The murder of the brave Missis- 
sippi sheriff who fell at his post of 
duty should be implacably avenged by 
the courts of that state, no matter 
how many or who composed the mob 
responsible for his death. The culprits 
should be hunted to the ends of the 
earth and given short shrift. Govern- 
or Vardaman has frequently warned 
the people of Mississippi of the con- 
sequences of lynching and mob riots, 
and in the Senatobia tragedy they 
have another terrible object lesson.

It was reported in railroad circles yes- 
terday that from all that could be learn- 
ed up to this time only half the peach 
crop of Georgia last year will be realized 
this coming season. As last year the 
cars shipped from this state amounted to 
4,300, this means, according to railroad 
officials, only from 2,000 to 2,5000 cars 
for 1905. 

So far as reasons for shortage 
concerned, they are Many. but killing 
frosts and an early spring, with warin 
weather bringing out the buds and de- 
veloping the fruit, a combination 
which means much damage to fruit. in 
some sections of the northern part of 
the state, entire orchards have been re- 
ported as suffering so severely from the 
last cold spell with its freezing temper- 
atures that the entire crop is lost.

Was Well Known Here and Brother 
of Mrs. John R. 
Wilkinson. 

News of the tragic death of W. RP.

Mr. Smith said when the Nashville, 
Chattanooga and St. Louis took charge 
of the Western and Atlantic railroad, it 
found passenger rates of 2 !-2 cents and 
less. Upon a showing that there had 
been no increase in the earnings and 
other facts, the railroad commissicn per- 
Nashville, Chattanooga and 
St. Louis to put on the genera] rate of 3 
cents per mile. 

It was stated that when the passenger 
rate was reduced by the Western and At- 
lantic and the revenues fell off $17,000 
the first year, the wages of the conduc- 
tors, engineers and other employees were 
not reduced.

Mr, Hardwick took up the large num- 
ber of excursion and reduced special 
rates which are granted by the railroads, 
particularly in Georgia, and said he was 
somewhat surprised that of all states 
such a request should have come from 
Georgia. Taking into consideration all 
of these specia] rates it could be shown 
that the average rate in Georgia now is 
2.3 cents per mile. With the reduction 
to 2 cents the average rate would be cut 
to something like 1.6 or 1.7 cents. Witha 
2-cent rate it would be impossible to ex- 
pect the railroads to continue to make 
these specially low rates. It is the poli- 
cy of corporations, as has been stated, to 
keep expenses within income, and it is 
but natural to expect that this reduction 
would mean a cutting down of expenses. 
It would naturally mean fewer trains, 
less expensive trains and not so good a 
service as the people are now being ziv- 
en. Mr. Hardwick concluded by present- 
ing a statistical] argument to. show why 
a 2-cent rate would be unjust to the 
railroads and would not enable them to 
make a fair compensation. 

There was a colloguy between Chairman 
Brown and Mr. Hardwick during which 
it was brought out that the population 
had greatly increased in Georgia since 
the 3-cent rate was made in 1/881, being 
reduced from 4 cents; also that expenses 
of operation have greatly increased, The 
wages and salaries of the employees were 
about the same. 

Fourth Vice. President. J..M. ,Culp, .of 
the Southern Railway, called attention to 
the fact that while the population may 
have doubled since the rate was reduced 
to 3 cents 25 years ago, it was.also-a 
fact that the railroad mileage In Geor 
gia had about doubled,i nthe same time, 
so that the people were given much more 
mileage, and the proportion of population 
to mileage remained about the same.

Equit'es of Capital. 

President J. F. Hanson, of the Central 
of Georgia, presented a brief but strong 
argument from the railroad standpoint.

Nobody 
would deny, he said, that the owners 
were entitled at least to 5 per cent on 
their investments. The Central had nev- 
er yet been able to pay 5 per cent on its 
second and third income bonds. No other 
interest in the state Mmited itself toa 5 
per cent return on its investment, nor 
would they accept it. 

He spoke of reductions made twenty- 
five years ago in the passenger and also 
in the freight rates. Since that time 
Practically every large railroad in the 
State, excepting the Georgia, the Western 
and Atlantic and the Atlanta and West 
Point, had gone through the hands of 
receivers, entailing. incalculable loss upon 
the people of the state, as well as the 
owners Of the securities, a loss which 
was not compensated by the reductions 
made. 

“The Georgia railroad commission was 
responsible for the bankruptcy of these 
railroads, largely, if not entirely so, ’ 
Major Hanson declared. 

These properties have since been built 
up, but it would be an unwise policy 
to do anything that would tend to bank- 
rupt them a second time. Major Han- 
son argued that if a reduction {n the 


is 


passenger fare would increase the busi-| 


ness, the same argument might apply 
to a reduction to one cent a mile or to 
nothing at alk. This was simply the 
opinion of one man as against that of 
many who had made a life study of the 
propositions involved. 

Major Hanson said fair treatment 
should be given railroad capital. There 
was a disposition on the part of legis- 
lators to treat differently corporate and 
private property. This, he declared, 
was wrong. 

No evidence whatever had been ad- 
duced to show that the three cent rate 
was unfair or unreasonable. Therefore, 
under the law creating the railroad com- 
mission, that body had no power or au- 
thority to make the reduction proposed.

Chicago, April 26.—The price of wheat 
for May delivery broke an even 5c a 
bushel here today. The slump was gen- 
erally believed to be evidence of the 
abandonment of the deal in the May 
wheat by John W. Gates. Heavy liqui- 
dation of May characterized trading dur- 
ing the greater part of the session. The 
lowest point of the day was reached at 
$1.08 i-2. Buying by shorts caused a 
partial recovery, but the market closed 
weak, with May down 3 5-8c. July wheat 
finished 1-8@i-4c down. Corn is up !-8@ 
i-4c, Oats are practically unchanged, 
Provisions are off 2 i-2@6c. 

‘Weakness in the wheat market was 
manifest at the start. Initial quotations

There was con-/| « 
siderable gossip to the effect that the/ gs 
Gates followers had shifted the May deal 
to Armour and others and were geting 
into July against the sales of May. Dur- 
ing the sharp break in May distant de- 
liveries also sold off, July declining to 
86 5-8c. The market made a partial re- 
covery late in the session on buying by 
shorts, but the close was weak with May 
at $1.10. July closed at 87 3-4@87 1|-2c. 
Clearances of wheat and flour were equal 
to 62,400 bushels. Primary receipts were 
313,300, compared with 184,000 a year 
ago. Minneapolis, Duluth and Chicago 
reported receipts of 168 cars, against 223 
last week and 104 a year ago.
